Recent legal action brought by 
Jefferson County water districts 
outside of the 
City of Louisville, to prevent that 
lunicipally-owned water 
company from putting into effect 
higher water rates to county con- 
sumers, has created much interest 
throughout the area. 

Proposed increases in rates by 
the Louisville Water Company af- 
fecting county residents would 
up the price of water from 33 
to 64 per cent on top of the 
ready 50 per cent higher te 
being paid by them. The pla 

ater distributing agencies 
some 4,000 individual water 
besides the 11,000 
users outside of the city that are 
served directly by the Louisville 
Water Company. 

In opposing the proposed high- 
er rates, the plaintiffs contend 
that the rates are discriminatory 
and arbitrarily fixed by the Com- 
pany. They further contend that 



the Company is subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Public Service 
Commission as concerns its rela- 
tion to water users outside of 
Louisville. 

According to the recent decree 
of the Louisville Water Company, 
the new rates were to have be- 
come effective July 1, 1952. How- 
ever, Judge Macauley L. Smith 
ruled July 2, a hearing in the 
Jefferson Circuit Court that the 
company is subject to the juris- 
dition of the PSC as to its rates 
and service outside the city limits. 
Thus inauguration of the pro- 
posed rates wa senjoined until 
such new rates are approved by 
the commission, or until the Court 
of Appeals hands down a decision 
to the contrary. 

It was on the authority of an 
opinion given by Judge Smith of 
the Court of Appeals in the case of 
City of Olive Hill v. Public Serv- 
ice Commission that Judge Smith 
gave his opinion. In this case the 
Court held that the Commission 
. . . "does have jurisdiction to 
regulate rates and service on the 
current the city supplies nonresi- 
dents, and this it should do so 
long as the city continues such 
service." 

Judge Quoted 

In writing his opinion Judge 



Smith took note of contributary 
cause and gave some of the back- 
ground leading up to the action 
of the Water Company on decid- 
ing to again raise its county rates. 
Said the Court: 

"I suppose the courts take ju- 
dicial notice of the traditional 
rivalry between the rural coun- 
ties and the "big city" as it ex- 
ists in Kentucky. This Court 
takes judicial notice of the "cold 
war" between the city fathers, of 
Louisville and the residents of 
Jefferson County residing with- 
out the corporate limits of Louis- 
ville. A number of people of in- 
fluence in the city government, 
and the press, consider that the 
county residents are parasites on 
the fair city, and that by living or 
moving to greener pastures out- 
side the city limits they are un- 
patriotieally shirking their duties 
as citizens, voters, and particu- 
larly taxpayers. Those in the op- 
posite camp profess that Louis- 
ville would not be what it is to- 
day without the surrounding 
countryside, filled with fine 
homes, farms, market gardens, 
nurseries, greenhouses, skilled ar- 
tisans and business and profes- 
sional men and women, most of 
whom either work or trade, or 
both, in Louisville, and add to the 
volume of profitable business 
therein, whence alone arises sub- 
stantial taxable values, whether 
of 'property' or 'income.'" 

In concluding the judge further 
commented as follows: 

"The rate inrease proposed, and 
hereby enjoined, sought to be im- 
posed solely outside of the city, is 
a sad outgrowth of aforesaid Cold 
War. It is believed that when 
the Legislature undertook to ex- 
empt city owned utilities from 
regulation by the commission, it 
' " in mind that the city fathers 
would be amenable to local 
pressure of the citizens not to 
charge unreasonable rates. Surely 
they did not contemplate a sit- 
uation like that here, where if de- 
fendants' were upheld, admittedly 
discriminatory rates might be in- 
creased without limit, against 
15,000 consumers having no voice 
in city government, and without 
regulation by any impartial su- 
- — body." 
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REASON RULED IN REPUBLICAN CAMP 

Could be that our appraisal, last week, of the Repub- 
lican national convention was too harsh. The final results

Maybe the delegates and their leaders were 
listening as we were afraid they would not) to the echoes 
from the grassroots, and not so much to the blare and 
bludgeon of the political police siren. 

With one new leaf added to the old album of politics, 
the book seemed to expand to almost inconceivable pro- 
portions. Thus, the smoke started clearing, not only from 
those private chambers of caucusing, but from the conven- 
tion arena itself. 

The Old Guard, and much of what it implies, had to 
yield. When the organized body, charged with the re- 
sponsibility of nominating, began to listen to reason, rea- 
sonable decisions started crystalizing. 

We have no soap to throw, yet we are compelled to ad- 
mire the fighting spirit .if Senator Taft and the vigor with 
which he pursued his cause from the outset of his cam- 
paign. And. too. as a Republican it is certainly true that he 
had been fearless, and relentless, in withstanding the op- 
position. He had led whatever there was left of the militant 
forces of his party when its morale was. generally speak- 
ing, at a new low. 

Now, we wait with interest the Democrats' turn of the 
political wheel of fortune within that party's nominating 
machinery. 



BIG GOVERNMENT MEANS BIG FIGURES 

Figures used In Washington in this age sometimes get 
beyond our comprehension. Big Government talks in 
terms of billions when speaking of taxes, social security, 
grants and other such items. 

The President asked, for the Defense Department, the 
sum of $51,380,709,770, The Congress cut it a mere four 
billions. But this, notwithstanding, we are informed the 
defense spenders are to have more than 100 billions (100.000 
millions) to shop around with during the next 12 months, 
simply because past appropriations have been piling up 
faster than the Pentagon could spend the money. 

Looks like they are going to have to go some to be able 
to pay it out ahead of the next deadline. And with steel's 
stockpile running so low because of strikes, the demand 
and the money may far exceed the supply. 




Kentucky's tax revenue showed

Read the directions — then fol- 
low them is pay-well insurance 
for safe keeping of tomatoes or 
any other product. A water bath 
canner is one deep enough to 
allow space in the bottom for 



a rack to hold jars at least a half 
to one inch above the bottom of 
the cooker and deep enough to 
allow for two inches of water 
over the tops of the jars. 

Check the size of cooker you 
buy for many are actually deep 
enough only for pint size jars. 
Canning directions for tomatoes 
and most other vegetables and 
fruits are found in the University 
of Kentucky Circular 440 and 
free copies are available from 
Room 437 Federal Building, 
Louisville.
